For most people paying taxes 
does not now consist in handing 
over for public uses a share of the 
Winnings in speculation, or other 
easy money operations.

In very many cases it involves 
sacrifice, even to the length of 
seld-denial or denial of one’s 
family. This facet igs very clearly 
recognized in relation to civie af- 
fairs, and is voiced in an insistent 
demand that civie expenditure be 
cut down to the limit in order that 
the tax levy may impose as little 
hardship as possible upon those 
who have to earn the money by 
the sweat of their brows, In Ed- 
monton during the last three 
years this demand that the tax 
burden be lightened has foreed an 
eva of economy at the city hall, 
eut down the levy by a million 
dollars, and left the tax-payers 
that much better able to support 
their families. But do the people 
of Edmonton realize that if the 
business of the Dominion of Can- 
ada were put on the same basis 
of economy their burdens would 
he reduced and their personal 
conditions improved just as real- 
ly as by the introduction of eco- 
nomy at the city hall, and prob 
ably to as great an extent? 

Petrograd’s engrossing contro- 
versy as to what form of govern- 
ment shall be set up in place of 
the over-turned Czarism has been 
rudely disturbed by the discovery 
that von Hindenburg is preparing 
to settle that point, and that he 
has concentrated men and muni- 
tions for a drive against the capi- 
tal. What the revolutionary lead- 
ers supposed that energetic Hun 
would be doing about this time 
has not been disclosed in Petro- 
grad dispatches, but their appeals 
to the army suggest that the dis- 
covery of his hostile preparations 
has taken them somewhat by sur- 
prise. It is to be hoped that these 
urgent appeals. to the troops are 
being supplemented by equally ur- 
gent action on the part of the 
Ministers to supply the troops 
wilh the leadership, contidence 
and munitions without which 
their unquestionable courage can- 
not avail. Else the Russian peo- 
ple may find out that in attempt- 
ing to attain domestie freedom in 
a moment of crisis they opened the 
way for the replacement of Czar 
ism by Kaiserism, and the out 
come of the war be imperilled and 
prolonged by a more far-reaching 
disaster than has yet befallen the 
Allied arms. The establishment 
of democratic institutions in Rus- 
sia would be an inestimable boon 
to the Russian people, and a bless- 
ing no less real to mankind at 
large; but when a powerful enemy 
is hammering at the gates is a 
dangerous time to overthrow a 
Governmental system about which 
the whole traditions of the nation 
centre, even in the hope of replace 
ing it by a system amenable to the 
will of the people.
